The Origin of Steam Printing. 

It is remarkable that the steam engine 
was not called to the aid of the printing 
press sooner than it was . but it had long 
been used in manj of the industrial arts 
before it became a handmaid to ‘‘the art 
preservative of all arts." Tho first print¬ 
ing by steam was on the is* tie of tile Lou¬ 
don Times for November20, 1H14. Tho 
improved hand-pres°es of that day could 
strike off »nly from two to three hundred 
impressions an hour with one mail to ink 
the types and another to work the press. 

At that rateja ytry large edition of a daily 
paper was simply impossible, for one 
day’s work could not be completed be¬ 
fore the next day’s mus: begin. Tho 
Times the%pfinted from three to four 
thousand copies daily, and Mr. John 
Walter, the proprietor (the second of that * 
name),|bepan as early as 1804 to consider 
whether the work might not be expedit¬ 
ed in some way, 

In that year Thomas Marlyn. a com¬ 
positor in the Times office, got up a 
model of a sell acting machine for work* 

1 mg the press, aud Walter furnished 
money for the continuance of his ex¬ 
periments. As usual in tho early history 
of labor-saving machinery, this attempt 
met with bitter opposition from the 
workmen, who supposed their craft no« 
in danger. Mariynwasin fear of his 
life because of the^ threats of the pi ess- 
men, and partly on that account, and 
partly because Walter had small capital 
at that time, the scheme was given up.

On the 20th of November 
everything was ready for actual work on 
the paper, and the result istfuff told in a 
biographical sketch ( f Mr. Waltier, which 
appeared in the Times in July, 1847 : • 

“The night on which the curious ma¬ 
chine was first brought into use in its 
new abode was one of great anxiety and 
eyen alarm. The suspicious pressmen 
had threatened destruction to any oue 
whose invention might suspend their em¬ 
ployment—‘destruction to him and his 
traps.’ They were directed to wait for 
expected news from the Continent. It 
was about six o'clock in the morning 
when Mr. Wahor went into the press-room 
and astonished its occupants by telling

The Origin of Steam Printing. 

It is remarkable that the steam engine 
was not called to the aid of the printing 
pross sooner than it was , but it had long 
been used in manj of the industrial arts 
before it became a handmaid to “the art 
preservative of all arts." The first print¬ 
ing by steam was on the is* wo of the Lou¬ 
don Times for November 20, 1814. The 
improved hand-pres°es of that day could 
strike off only from two to three hundred 
impressions an hour with one man to ink 
the types and another to work the press. 
At that ratejaytry large odition of a daily 
paper was simply impossible, for one 
day’s work could not bo completed be¬ 
fore the next day’s must begin. The 
Times then printed from three to four 
thousand copies daily, and Mr, John 
Walter, the proprietor (the second of that 
name),|bei'an as early as 1804 to consider 
whether the work mi" lit not bo expedit¬ 
ed in some way, 

In that year Thomas Martyn. a com¬ 
positor inifie Times office,* got up a 
model of a sell acting machine for work*, 
ing the press, and Walter furnished 
money for the coutinumicc of his ex¬ 
periments. As usual in tho early history 
of labor-saving machinery, this attempt 
met with bitter opposition from the 
workmen, who supposed their craft was 
in danger. Manyn was in fear of his 
life because of the throats of tho pi ess- 
men, and partly on that account, and 
partly because Walter had small capital 
at that time, the scheme was given up. 
As soon, however, as Konig’s printing 
machine was invented in 1814. Walter 
consented that it should be tried or the 
Times ; but for fear of the workmen the 
experiment was made, not in the regular 
printing office of the paper, but iu an ad¬ 
joining building. ■ Here Kouig and his as-

Turning to the British soldiers, we find 
iu him the most daintily fed of all war¬ 
riors. unless it was the Servian in last 
year’s war. If w« are to believe special 
correspondents, the rations of the Servian 
soldier were almost unlimited, and furn¬ 
ished a striding contrast to the fare of tbe 
frugal Turks. An oka, or-tWo end oue- 
half pounds of brown bread, half an oka 
of fresh meat, together with a modicum 
of rice, m al and paprika, was the daily 
ration, the last'hamed comestible being 
employed for making soup ; the pot-au- 
feu , so we are assured, was to be found 
simmering in camp from early morn till 
noon, and then came off only to make 
room for the cofree kettle. The Servian 
soldiery, too, usually had a ration of 
spirits called slivovitch, or plum brandy, 
allowed them, and yet withal they had no 
such powers of endurance as the maize- 
fed Turks. In this countiy a soldier’s 
ration is three-quarters of a pound of 
meat and yue pound of bread, which is 
supplemented in war time to a quarter ol 
a pound of cheese, together with cocoa or 
tea, sugar, Ac. In the Crimea there w-as 
a standing qrdor that hot tea should 
always be kej^- ready when practicable, 
so that the men might partake of it at 
any time, and in the Abyssinian and 
Ashantoe campaigns the camps were 
never broken up of a mornipg before the 
troops had been supplied with a cup of 
warm coffee for breakfast. Tea and 
cofiee exercise the same effect upon the 
system as wine and spirits, hut their 
stimulative action is less marked, and our 
commanding officers are enjoined never 
to issue a rati m of spirits except under 
extraordinary circumstances, as in the 
cases of distressing marches or when 
troops are engaged in the trenches or up 
at the front. And yet as we have said, 
with this apparently liberal fsediug our 
men do not receive so much actual 
nourishment or nitrogenous matter as 
the German soldier, whose mainstay is 
the two-pound loaf of black bread he re¬ 
ceives daily. The meat, bread, sugar, 
iVc., received by British soldier in the 
Crimea, yielded * 1 , as we are told by the 
Royal Commissioners, but 28.52 ounces 
of nutritive principle, while Germany 
gives her soldiers 32.90 ounces, which is 
still further increased when the latter are 
felt on such highly nitrogenous diet as tho 
pou-sausage. Tho Turks, poor os their 
food may seem to us (it’ being bread 
almost alone), probably derive as much 
nutriment from it as English troops from 
their bread, meat and cocoa ; for, weight 
for weight, the Turkish rations contain 
more nitrogenous matter. If, too, their 
meal is what is termed “whole flour," it 
will, since it includes the husk, contain 
more uiirogeti still, and, like oatmeal, be 
one of the most generous foods known. 
Scotch troops, we fancy, would be little 
the worse if fed solely on porridge for a 
time. Tile reader may remember Lord 
Elibank h retort on Dr. Johnston’s deti 
nition of oats as the food of horses in 
England and moll in Scotland : “Yes,” 
said he, “and wliure else will you find 
such horses and such men ?" A growing 
soldier, hard at work all day at gun-drill 
or other laborious work, does not buy 
ctra meat when he is hungry, but fore¬ 
goes his beer at the canteen for another 
pound loaf thus approaching his diet very 
nearly to that ot the German warrior, 
who, we have shown, lives almost entirely 
on bread and*enjoys the most nutritive 
fare.

The Origin of steam Printing. 

It is remarkable that the steam engine 
was not called to the Hid of the printing 
prods sooner than it was , but it had long 
been used in xnanj of the industrial arts 
before it became a handmaid to “the art 
preservative of all arts.” The firstpriht- 
ing by steam was on the Untie of the Lou¬ 
don Times for November 29, 1814,. Tho 
improved liand*pres®GK of that day could 
strilft off only from two to three hundred 
impressions an hour with one man to ink 
the types and another to work tho press. 
At that ratejayery large odition of a dmly 
pxper was simply impossible, fbr one 
day’s Work could not bo completed be¬ 
fore the next day's must begin. The 
Times then printed from three to four 
thousand copies daily, and Mr. John 
Walter, the proprietor (the second of that 
name),|bevan as early as 1804 to consider 
whether tho work might not bo Expedit¬ 
ed in somo way, 

In that year Thomas Martyn, a com¬ 
positor in the Times office, got up a 
model of a self acting machine for work¬ 
ing the press, and Walter furnished 
money for the continuance of his ex¬ 
periments. As usual in tho early history 
of labor-saving machinery, this attempt 
met with bitter opposition from the 
workmen^rlio supposed their craft was 
in dancer. Mariynwasiu fear of his 
life because of the threats of the pi ess- 1 
men, and partly on that account, and 
partly oecause Walter bad small capital 
at that time, the scheme was given up. 
As soon, however, as Konig’s printing 
machine was invented in 1814, Walter 
consented that it should be tried or the 
Times ; but for fear of the workmen the 
experiment was made, not in the regular 
printing office of the paper, bat in an ad¬ 
joining building. • Here Konig and his as¬ 
sistant, Bauor, worked Rccretely for sev¬ 
eral months, testing and perfecting the 
machine. On the 20th of November 
everything was ready for actual work on 
the paper, and the result is thus told in a 
biographical sketch < f Mr. Walter, which 
appeared in the Times in July, 1847 : • 

“The night on which the curious ma¬ 
chine was first brought into uso in its 
new abode was one of great anxiety and 
eyen alarm. The suspicious pressmen 
had threatened destruction to any one 
whose invention might suspend their em¬ 
ployment—‘destruction to him and his 
traps.’ They were directed to wait for 
expected news from the Continent. It 
was about six o'clock in the morning 
when Mr. Walter went into the press-room 
and astonished its occupants by telling 
them that the Times was already printed 
by steam, and if they attempted violence 
there w’ns force ready t > suppress it ; but 
that if they were peaceable their wages 
should be continued to every onejof them 
till similar employment could bo procur¬ 
ed. the promise was, no doubt, faithfully 
performed ; and having sol said, he dis¬ 
tributed several copies among them.

Fredrick Douglass, now Marshal of the 
District of Columbia, *was reared as a 
slave on a’plantation in Talbot County, 
Maryland. When ton years old ho was 
lent to a relative of his owner, and was 
sent to Baltimore, just as any other chat¬ 
tel might have boen sout. lie worked in 
a ship yard, and his contact with men 
and things from the vast, mysterious, 
and unknown world outside of his dark 
bondage stirred the trembling soul with 
in him. Va^ua rumours of lands where 
slavery was unknown came to him. 
(Jlimpsos of a strange knowledge, com¬ 
municable by means of written and print¬ 
ed characters, gleunod before him. Ho 
resolved to loam to read and write. He 
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men do not receive so much actual 
nourishment or nitrogenous matter as 
the German soldier, whose mainstay is 
the two-pound loaf of black bread be re¬ 
ceives daily. The meat, bread, sugar, 
Ate., received by British soldier in the 
Crimea, yielded, as we are told by the 
Royal Commissioners, but 28.52 ounce* 
of nutritive principle, while Germany 
gives her soldiers 32.90 ounces, which is 
still further increased when the latter are 
felt on such highly nitrogenous diet as tho 
pea-sausage. The Turks, poor as their 
food may soom ’to us (it' being broad 
uliuost alone), probably derive as much 
nutriment from it as English troops from 
their broad, meat and cocoa ; for, weight 
for weight, the Turkish rations • contain 
more nitrogenous matter. If, too, their 
meal is what is termed “whole flour,” it 
will, hik'c it includes the husk, contain 
mure nitrogen still, and, like oatmeal, be 
ono of the most generous foods known. 
Scotch troops, we fancy, would be little 
the worse if fed solely on porridge for a 
time. Tile reader may remember Lord 
Elihauk s retort oil Dr. Johnston’s deli 
nition of oats as the food of horses in 
England and moa in Scotland : “Yes,” 
said ho, “and where else will you find 
such horses and such men ?” A growing 
soldier, hard at work all day at gun-drill 
or other laborious work, does not buy 
etra meat when he is hungry, but fore¬ 
goes his beer at the canteen for another 
pound loaf thus approaching his diet very 
nearly to that ot the German warrior, 
who, we have shown, lives almost entirely 
on bread and enjoys the most nutritive 
fare. At the same time it is necessary to 
bear in mind that the conditions under 
which a man lives must guide the nature 
of bis food. A man inhabiting a cold 
climate such as ours requires more animat 
food than lie would if he lived in a 
country neardr ffie equator* and British 
troops, wo fear, would loose much of their 
energy if tod .altogether on farinaceous 
food. * But, as \ye havq striven to show, 
it is not always a so-called liberal diet 
which affords the soldier the greatest 
quantity of nutriment.— Nature.

niHTU AND F.AHLV LIFE OF THE CHIEF OF 
THE LATTER-DAY SAINTS— NOR* 

MONISM FROM 1852 DOWN TO THE 
PRESENT—THE SETTLEMENT IN UTAH 
—THE MORMON SUCCESSION. 

HK Dill AM YOU No's CAKEEB. 

Brigham Yrung was born at Whiting* 
h&m. Windham <’o., Vt., on tho 1st o! 
June, 1801. Elis father, John Young, 
was a farmer in indifferent circumstance*, 
with a family of five son* and six daugh¬ 
ters, Brigham being tho fourth son and 
ninth child. At the age of sixteen John 
Young joined the Revolutionary Army, 
and sirved in three campaigns under 
(Jen. Washington. In 1785 he married 
Nabby. a daughter ot Phineas and Su¬ 
sannah Howe, the mother of Brigham, 
and settled down as a farmer in Hop- 
kinton, Middlesex Co., Mass., his birth- 
place. We aie told lie wn*“ very circum¬ 
spect, exemplary, and religious,” and 
that he was from an early period of his 
life a member of the Methodist Church. 
He afterward, howeyer, become a Mor¬ 
mon, and was constituted First Patriarch 
of the Church. He died at Quincy, Ill., 
on the 12th of October, 1839, at the age 
of 70 In the earlier years of his life 
Brigham Young worKeu with bis father 
on the farm in Sherbum, Chenango 
county, N. Y., whither liis father had 
removed in 1804, The family appears to 
liavo suffered the hardiships and privn- 
tons commonly met with in new settle¬ 
ments. and none of them had opportun¬ 
ities of any but the most piiMiary form of 
education. Brigham nfterward learned 
the trade of painter auU glazier, an oc¬ 
cupation which lie followed till be was 81 
years of age*, when the whole current of 
his life was changed in consequence of his 
conversion to Mormonism. In 1838 he 
was converted by Samuel II.„a brother 
of Joseph Smith, and. having embraced 
the Mormon faith, was baptized by Elea- 
zer Miller. At Kirtland, Ohio, where he 
joined tho Saints, he became intimate 
with Joseph Smith, was ordained an 
Elder, and began to preach, his shrewd¬ 
ness, knowledge of character,and strength 
of will quickly acquiring for him 
some measure of that influence and 
power in the Church which afterward be¬ 
came b<> absolutely overwhelming On 
the 11th of Februaiy, 1835, Brigham 
was ordait.ed one of the Twelve Apostles 
of tho Church, of whom he became Pre¬ 
sident in the following 3 T eor, on the apos- 
tacy of Thomas 11. Marsh. The persecu¬ 
tion of the Mormon* soon cauie, and Joe 
Smith and Brigham Young fled for their 
live*. After many hairbreadth oscapes 
4 tnd trials they succeeded in rallying to¬ 
gether the brethren and sisters who had 
not apostacized an ! they founded a new 
Mormon colony in Missouri, Brigham 
securing a still greater sbaio ofinflueno.? 
and power. Again perscution came upon 
the Saints, and they returned to Illinois. 
In 1840 Brigham was sent to England as 
a missionary. Ho commenced preaching 
in Liverpool immediately, issued an edi¬ 
tion of the Book of Mormons, and start¬ 
ed a periodul called tne Millenn 'ral Star. 
Mis sueci ss as a preacher was immense 
an 1 immediate. In less than a year he 
had successfully organized several 
churches, and in 1841, ho sailed from 
Liverpool for New York in company with 
7<>9 emigrant converts. That one year 
wrought a groat work in England. Its 
influence is felt to this day. But em 
couraging as the results of Brigham’s 
mission was to the faithful, dark days in. 
deed were in store for them. In 1844 
came tho riot at Nnuvoo, the shooting 
of Smith, scattering of the Twelve Apos* 
flea, and tho assumption of tlio Mormon 
Presidency by Sydney Kigdon. Brigln 
ham was in Boston at the time of these

and murmurs and complaint# ware loud 
and bitter. Bnt bis reetless energy kepi 
down any more marked demonstrations 
of discontent, and when they at laet 
reached Salt Lake he kept them so hard 
at work that they had little time to ootn- 
plain, and set them the beet example he 
could by working himself harder than be 
worked any one of them. In this way 
he consolidated ms power over them 
Bnt it wae the power bora of fear, not 
of love, for he ruled them after the fash¬ 
ion of an Oriental despot. Bat be gave 
them enough to eat. To this they bad not 
been always accustomed, and they thank¬ 
ed and blessed him in a certain man¬ 
ner. 

The termination of the Mexican war 
gave Brigham Young the opportunity of 
securing for his people the protection and 
recognition of the United States Govern¬ 
ment, and of adding to the glory, impor¬ 
tance and stability of his own position. 
A Mormon convention was held on tbe 
15th of March 1840, 1 the Ootortitution of 
the proposed State of Deseret was drawn 
up, and delegates were sent to Washing- 
ton to ask that Deseret might be admitt. 
ed into the Union. The Question was 
brought up in Congress and eventuated 
on the 9th of SeptemtNfr, '1850, in con¬ 
siderable modifications’ of Brigham’s 
scheme and the grant of a Territorial 
Government under the name of Utah. 
Brigham Young was appointed by Presi¬ 
dent Filmoro to be the first Governor ol 
the new Territory for a term of four 
years, and Heber Chase l^itnball, Daniel 
H. Wells, and other leading men of the 
Church, filled the other offices. Thus 
did Mormonism gain a local habitation 
and a name in the United States. The 
first Legislature of the Territory of Utah 
met on the 22nd of September, 1851. 
In the meantime Brigham’s energy was 
showing fruit. Towns and vifiages were 
springing up, public buildings were boing 
erected,roads were planned and construct¬ 
ed, cities laid out. the Tabernacle was 
built, and the Mormons began to see pro¬ 
sperity in the future. At this time they 
numbered a population of, aocording to 
the official census, 11,380 persons ; a pop¬ 
ulation which was doubled in the two 
following years, the females outnumber 
ing the males—a thing unknow in 
other Anglo-Scandinavian colonies, The 
political situation of the Mormons at this 
time was what it has ever since, more or 
less, remained—universal suffrage, after 
the fashion of imperial France, with a 
strong admixture of Russian Autocracy, 
Every man had a vote, but all were sup¬ 
posed to vote by direction and counsel of 
tho Lord, through his prophet, Brigham 
Young. Socially, the Moran, ns were no 
itetter then a horde of peasants, bound to 
obey the bidding of the suzerain. By 
tricks and stratagems Brigham Young 
succeevd in ridding the Mormon territory 
of all the Federal authorities, till at last 
Utah was virtually in a state of rebellion 
against the Federal Government. The 
Mormon war of 1857 was the result. 

In 1857 occurred the infamous Moun 
tain Meadow massacre. For bis part in 
this terrible outrage, as is sufficiently 
fresh in our readers memories, John D. 
Lee last year met his death on the very 
spot made memorable by his crime. 
Brigham Youug’s connection with the 
massacre has never been judicially estab¬ 
lished, through there is n) doubt that a 
strong feeling has always exited in the 
public mind that the unfortunate emi¬ 
grants met their cruel fate by his or 
ders. 

Brigham Youug’s career during the 
last ten years is familiar to all. During 
the war of the rebellion he and his coad¬ 
jutors remained almost entirely quiescent 
though having a leaning toward seces¬ 
sion. This is easdy accountable. Though 
not a slave Territory in the seuse which 
characterized the Southern States, Utah 
was committed to the purchasing and 
holding of slaves, by an Act passed by 
the Territorial Legislature on Jan. 31,

The probabilities of 
succession will lie,bet ween Joseph Yeung, 
the eldest son of Brigham, and David, 
the second and posthumous son of Joseph 
Smith, Joe Smith’s eldest son being a 
achismatio. While thero it a large t 
of supporters of the dynasty of Brig! 
Young, the dynasty of the first prophe. 
and founder of the Mormon religion has 
a very great and enthusiastic adherenoe.

ness, knowledge o! character,and strength 
of'"Will quickly acquiring for him 
some measure of that influence and 
power in the Church which afterward be¬ 
came so nhftolutely overwhelming On 
the 14th of Februaiy, 1835, Brigham 
wa* ordaii.ed one of the Twelve Apostles 
of the Church, of whom ho became Pre- 
Biclentin the followibgfyoar, on the apos- 
tacy t»f Thomas B. Marsh. The persecu¬ 
tion of the Mormons soon cauie, and Joe 
Smith and Brigham Young fled for their 
Jive*. After many hairbreadth escapes 
and trials they succeeded in rallying to¬ 
gether the brothron and sisters who had 
not apostacized an ! they founded a new 
Mormon colony in Missouri, Brigham 
securing a still greater shaie of influents 
and power. A train perscution came upon 
the Saints, and they returned to Illinois. 
In 1840 Hriglmm was sent t > England as 
a missionary. Ho commenced preaching 
in Liverpool immediately, issued an edi¬ 
tion of the Book of Mormons, and start¬ 
ed a periodi.il called tno Millennial Star. 
Mis success as a preacher was immense 
an i immediate. In less than a year he 
bad successfully organized several 
churches, and in 1841, lie sailed from 
Liverpool for New York in company with 
7<)9 emigrant converts. That one year 
wrought a great work in England. Its 
influence is felt to this day. But em 
couraging as the results of Brigham’s 
mission was to the faithful, dark days in¬ 
deed wrero in store for them. In 1844 
came tho riot at Nauvoo, the shooting 
nf Smith, scattering of the Twelve Apos¬ 
tles, and the assumption of tho Mormon 
Presidency by Sydney Higdon. Brigh- 
ham was in Boston at the time of these 
untoward occurrences; hut he hurried 
off to Nauvoo immediately, knowing well 
that his opportunity had arrived. Four 
persons were ambitious of the Mormon 
Presidency, though according to the 
Mormon law, it belonged of right to Hig¬ 
don. Brigham, however, secured this 
position for himself by a hold coup d'etat 
He summoned tho people together, de¬ 
nounced the other aspirants and their 
iuilierents ns children of the devil—ea. 
pflfcially Higdon— and *>ven went so far as 
to curse Higdon and hand him over “to 
the bufl'ctings of Satan for a thousand 
years.” lie would not cjiidcnscend to re¬ 
ason with those opposed to him, and car¬ 
ried the position by sheer audacity and 
force of character. Ilis energy w as simply 
overwhelming. It slenced ali his enemi- 
es,ivhile it laised him up a host of friends; 
the more so when, in his new* oflice, he at 
once exhibited marked administrative 
ability. He set to wc rk to complete the 
great temple ; he built a mansion house, 
and, in increasing the prosperity of 
Nauvoo, increased his own popularity and 
4 >ower. 

But, even before the completion of the 
temple, in 1845, Brigham foresaw the 
necessity of a migration further west¬ 
ward, and lie gradually led the minds of 
his people to the s mie view. They hesi¬ 
tated to desert their temple. Brigham 
preached and argued with the enthusias¬ 
tic fervor of the old crusaders, roused 
the hatred of his people against thc“Gen- 
tiles,*' ana finally worked them up to a 
readiness to follow him anywhere. In 
1840 the great migration began ; thou¬ 
sands of the Saims left then homes—all 
of them poor and many of them destitute 
-—to seek an indefinite home somewhere 
in the Rocky Mountains. They crossed 
the Mississippi on the ice in February, 
with about o*» vague an idea of the local¬ 
ity of their ultimate destination as the 
Israelites had of the land of Canaan, ex¬ 
cept that they were assured by Brigham 
that it was to be a land flowing with milk 
and honey. In the following winter the 
Mormons established themselves at Kan- 
esville, now Ccunil Bluffs,in Iowa, where 
their sufferings and privations were in¬ 
tense. Their poverty was great that 
numbers of them were in a starving con¬ 
dition, and many of them resorted to 
stealing cattle and horses as a moans of 
subsistence. At this time, hv the exer¬ 
cise of some diplomacy at Washington, 
Brigham received $20,000 bounty money 
from National Government for raising a 
Mormon battalion of soldiers for Gen, 
S-vtts army in Mexico. The.poor people 


political situation of the Mormons at this 
time was what it has ever since, more or 
less, remained—universal suffrage, after 
the fashion of imperial France, with a 
strong admixture of Kussian autocracy, 
Every man had a vote, but all were sup¬ 
posed to vote by direction and oounsel of 
the Lord, through his prophet, Brigham 
Young. Socially, the Mormons were no 
better then a horde of peasants, bound to 
obey the bidding of the suzerain. By 
tricks and stratagems Brigham Young 
giicceeed in ridding the Mormon territory 
of all the Federal authorities, till at last 
Utah was virtually in a state of rebellion 
against the Federal Government. The 
Mormon war of 1857 wag the result. 

In 1857 occurred the infamous Moun¬ 
tain Meadow massacre. For his part in 
this terrible outrage, as is sufficiently 
fresh in our readers memories, John D. 
Lee lost year met his death on the very 
spot made memorable by his crime. 
Brigham Young’s connection with the 
massacre has never been judicially estab¬ 
lished, through there is n) doubt that a 
strong feeling has always existed in the 
public mind that the unfortunate emi¬ 
grants met their cruel fete by his or¬ 
ders. 

Brigham Young’s career during the 
last ten years is familiar to all. During 
the war of the rebellion he and his coad¬ 
jutors remained almost entirely, quiescent 
though having a leaning toward seces¬ 
sion. This is easily accountable. Though 
not a slave Territory in the sense which 
characterized the Southern States, Utah 
was committed to the purchasing and 
holding of slaves, by an Act passed by 
the Territorial Legislature on Jan. 31, 
1852, entitled “ An Aot for the relief of 
Indian slaves and prisoners/’ But dur¬ 
ing the last ten years, Brigham has prin¬ 
cipally occupied himself in carrying out 
as far as possible his favored idea that 
UUh contained the elements of every¬ 
thing needed by civilized man, and that 
by the establishment of manufactories 
and the production of silk and cotton, 
both of which had been started, the 
Mormon Territory might be independent 
of the world. His great aim was to pre¬ 
vent thoSamts from trading with tho 
Gentiles. At one time lie proposed puti 
ting down wages to a scale so low that no 
Gentile could afford to work under it- 
Then he tried the organization of every 
settlement in the Territory into a co-open 
ative society. Finally he instituted „the 
Order of Enoch, an organization on com¬ 
munistic principles, which did not meet 
with the desired success. At the time ot 
the conception of tlm.Pacitic Railroad, 
Brigham Yeung at first exhibited some 
hostility to the undertaking ; but, finding 
that it was to be an accomplished fact, he 
aftei wards supported it, and tho Mor¬ 
mons paid for the construction of the 
Eiut di branch of the road, between 
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Call and Secure Bargain*.
